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ANNUAL REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the Woodstock Board: 


I herewith submit my fourth annual report of Super- 
intendent of Schools. The report contains a suggested 
school calendar for 1947-1948, the customary statisti- 
cal information and a discussion of school affairs for 
your consideration and that of the people of Woodstock. 
Any information desired’ by Woodstock people not 
found in this report will be furnished on request. 


School Calendar 


The school calendar provides for 38 weeks of 
. school and conforms to a custom dating back several 
years. It will be noted that a net year of 178 days is 
provided. October 12 falls on Sunday, but no provision 
has been made in the calendar for closing schools on 
Monday, October 13. When a regular holiday falls on 
Tuesday or Thursday, the Monday or Friday immedi- 
ately preceding or following such holiday has been 
scheduled as a day of no school. Since the attendance 
of our teachers at the State Convention and at County 
Institutes has always been required, the days devoted 
to such meetings may be counted as school days, al- 
though no children are present in our schools. This 
galendar adequately meets the requirements stated 
by Commissioner Fuller that the minimum school 
year must include 172 days of school. 


Teachers 


The present school year was started with only one 
change among our teachers. Mrs. Velma S. Rancour 
did not return to Grades 1 and 2 at North Woodstock 
and that position was filled by Mrs. Henrietta K. Tow- 
ers. We are very fortunate that more extensive 
changes did not have to be made. 


Music Instruction 


After nearly three years we were again able to 
secure the services of a Music Supervisor. Miss An- 
tonia Dziob, who serves in a similar capacity in Camp- 
ton, Wentworth, Rumney, and Ashland was employed. 
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It seems to me that every effort should be made to give 
children the advantages of training in music which 
will mean so much to them during their adult lives. 


Growth of Center School 


The school at Woodstock Center under the direc- 
tion of Mrs. Charlotte Y. Amos has grown in size be- 
yond any of our expectations a year ago. At the pres- 
ent time the room is filled almost to maximum capacity. 
If very many additions are made to the school, it will 
mean that Woodstock Center once more must become 
a two room school. 


1947-1948 Teacher Salary Prospects 


In November a detailed discussion of the teacher 
salary situation for the coming year was published in © 
the Plymouth Record. The purpose of that discussion 
was to lay before the voters information which might 
help them before they are asked to approve the school 
budget for the coming year. It is becoming steadily 
more difficult to secure the services of fully trained and 
competent teachers and that scarcity is reflected in 
higher costs. It seems to me that the only safe basis 
on which we may proceed is to make adequate pro- 
vision for replacements that may be necessary for an- 
other year. Even though we could feel certain that all 
of our present teachers would return, we still must 
be prepared to make whatever replacements emergen- 
cies may compel. 


The Future of Woodstock High School 


Very careful consideration should be given to the 
future of our high school. There has, throughout my 
experience in Woodstock, been some division of 
thought as to the advisability of maintaining the pres- 
ent high school organization. The possibility of being 
obliged to secure an entirely new high school faculty, 
the limited enrollment in our high school, and a steadi- 
ly increasing per capita cost seem to indicate that a 
definite decision should be made. It is my opinion that 
the high school membership in Woodstock can be pro- 
vided for in out-of-town high schools as effectively and 
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much more economically than we can do it. As a re- 
sult of experience and research, educational authori- 
ties are in almost complete agreement that very small 
high schools should be discontinued. The present situ- 
ation seems to provide an opportune time for the people 
of Woodstock to decide this very important question. 
It is my recommendation that an article be inserted in 
the School Warrant so that we may know exactly how 
a majority of Woodstock people feel. 


If the District votes to discontinue the Woodstock 
High School, it will be necessary to employ one addi- 
tional elementary teacher. Grades 7 and 8 which are 
now organized under the direction of high school 
teachers would have to be organized as a separate ele- 
mentary unit, the same as each of the other elemen- 
tary school rooms in the building. The Superintendent 
does not wish in any way to influence the people of 
Woodstock to adopt any course of action that they do 
not voluntarily choose. He does feel that the foregoing 
facts should be made available to them for their 
guidance. 


The Woodstock School Board has maintained an 
active and wholehearted interest in Woodstock Schools. 
The parents of our pupils have been co-operative and 
helpful. For all these things I wish to express very 
deep appreciation.
